In reply to the us- 
ual reporter's interrogation, Air. iiiake- 
moro said ho had coone down us presi- 
dent of the Nelson Conservative Asso- 
ciation to interview the government in 
refcrojico to political matters in t ho 
Koolenny.

ing- at isome more acceptable maimer of 
procuring revenue from die mining in- 
qustrr." 

'Speaking of mining in tlio Kootcnays, 
Mr, Blakeinore said it Was in a more 
satisfactory condition Uhiam at any time 
during tube last four years. All the 
large .mines, excepting the Payne, which 
were producing then are producing now. 
and most of thorn are giving an increas- 
ed tonnage. The most notable devel- 
opment in respect of tonnage is in the 
Bouudiary district, where the extensive 
operations of the G-raaby Smelting Co. 
are conducted. The rapidity .with which 
this company 'has developed ins capa- 
city both in mining and smelting is re- 
markable and has elicited the admira- 
tion of all experts who have inspected 
the property. In spite of the ract that 
the smelter capacity has reached 2.000 
tons a day, it lias just been decided to 
add two new furnaces which will in- 
crease the capacity to 3,000 tons. Mean- 
while there is no difficulty in keeping 
pace with this at the mines, the tonnage 
of are being practically unlimited ttnd 
the occurrence so favorable for mining 
that it would be almost as easy to pro- 
duce four thousand tons a day as two.

BEVOLT IN ARGENTINA. 

Insurrection Has Broken Out and Po- 
lice Posts Are Attacked.

tion of the national guard.

Rome, Feb. 4.— An interesting 
arohaelogical discovery has just been 
made in the crypt of Sta. Maria in the 
Via Lata, which tradition has identified 
witii the "hired house" in which St. 
Paul "dwelt two whole years." A 
priest, who is engaged in writing the 
Jiistory of this church, has found there 
'two pictures of the Itomau martyrs 
John and Paul, who were beheaded by 
cider of Julian the Apostate on tho 
spot where the Church of SS. Giovani 
e Paolo now stands on the Coelian, 
and a third picture representing two 
scenes from the martyrdom of St. 
Erasmus, Bishop of Campnnin and 
protector of Gacta, where the cathe- 
dral bears his name. 

The Italian press continues to mani- 
fest strong opposition to Professor 
Wahlstein's scheme for the excavation 
of Herculaneum. The International 
Artistic Association has passed a reso- 
lution expressing the hope that the ex- 
cavations will be undertaken "under the 
direction of Italian scholars, aided by 
Italian funds," and that, "under no cir- 
cumstances whatever, the Italian gov- 
ernment will relinquish its own rights 
and duties by allowing private individ- 
uals or societies to interfere in the 
work." The Giornale d'ltalia adds that 
Professor Waldstein, "who is so full 
of condescension and compassion for 
the Italian finances, ami who is trav- 
ersing the world in search of pecuni- 
ary assistance, may spare himself the 
trouble, for his alms have neither been 
asked nor will be accepted." 

It is sometimes forgotten abroad, 
and not only in the domain of archae- 
ology, that Italians dislike, above all 
else, to be patronized. They have a 
desire to be recognized as a great pow- 
er, which no longer needs assistance 
from its big neighbors. Hence even 
friendly advice and support from for- 
eigners are at times resented.

TTAWA, Feb. l.-Once more It. 
L. Borden is a member of the 
Commons. He was elected by 
acclamation today to represent 
Larletou county, and will take his sea: 
in the house on Tuesday. Over twenty- 
hvo members of parliament and some 
fifty Ottawa friends accompanied the 
opposition leader. They went out by 
special train to Stittsville and then 
drove eight miles across country in zero 
weather to the historic village. Some 
OoO stalwarts from all parts of the 
county assembled in the Town hall 
and when 2 o'clock struck and the re- 
turning olllcer, Mr. Coffee, announced 
LUr. Borden elected by acclamation, a 
cheer went up which could he heard 
almost a mile away. The meeting was 
unique by reason of the fact that 
twenty-five members of parliament de- 
livered addresses. 

Each was limited to three minutes, 
and jf any one sought to transgress a 
tug nt his coat tails reminded him of 
the fact. 

Eulogistic references wero made by 
all to the action of Edward Kidd in 
resigning to make way for Mr. Bor- 
den. Before the leader of the opposi- 
tion spoke Mr. Kidd was presented, 
with a beautifully illuminated address 
and a breastpin of opals and diamonds.

Am some misapprehension still ap- 
pears to prevuil with respect to the 
order -in-con noil passed, by the govern- 
ment of Canada! upon recominendation 
of the minister of marine and fisheries 
on Wednesday last, with respect to 
salmon fishing in the waters of the 
Fraser, the telegram received by Sec- 
retary Birrdis, of the Fraser River 
fanners' Association, is herewith pub- 
lished for the in forum tion of all con- 
cerned, lit reads as follows : 

"Orders passed today prohibiting in 
waters of Krnser river, Strait s of Kuca 
and Gulf of Georgia, a'll fishing, selling, 
canning, salting, curing sockeye be- 
tween July 10 and August. 25, 19013 
and 10U8; HO fishing above Mission 
bridge. Printed order will be mailed 
you as soon as possible." 

It will thus bo seen that the prohibi- 
tion of fishing on the Eraser is ih>l 
above New Westminster bridge, but 
•above the Mii-slou bridge. This may ho 
interpreted as meaning that no fishing 
of any sort \v:!l hereafter bo permitted 
above Mission bridge at any time — not 
during the specified season alone. This 
assuredly will work a great hardship 
upon many Tanners and residents of 
the district along the middle river, who 
have been in the habit of fishing for 
the market in each Benson,

Serious Charges Ajjalnst School 
Teachers Will Be Inimediaiely 
Investfgeted. 



It is undetnsftood that an investigalioa 
will be ordered iby t.he city school super- 
intendent iwitlltout delay im -to the Jacts 
of an alleged case of groi-s indiscretion, 
in the matter of corpoital punisiiment, 
tho accusation being preferred timr. 
three female iteachers of one of the 
smaller schools in the North Ward ad- 
ministered punishment to an eight year* 
old pupil until the helpless little chat* 
fainted. 

The child, it is stated, refused to hold 
out his hand when ordered so to do. 
and was thereupon seized, tied to a box 
by the three teachers, .and so badly 
whipped that black and blue marks re- 
mained for a considerable time, a wound 
in Ilie leg also being exhibited. Tho 
child is stated to have told his mother 
that he knew -nothing after the whip- 
ping 'began until he recovered conscious- 
ness back in the classroom. 

This, of course, is the statement of 
'he case which the board will investi- 
gate iii all its detail. li is sincerely lo 
he .hoped that the matter wiil resolve il- 
self into - something less serious than 
app.-ars in the indictment.

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With reference loi tho article of yes- 
terday's i.s.sue dealing with tho subject 
of tho preliminary agreement between 
tho city and the. B. C. Electric Rnil- 
woy Company for supplying the latter 
power, Mayor Barium! desires to make 
it plain that there is :i strong financial 
reason for its having been entered into. 
The amount involved in the scheme, if 
carried out, is very large, and it would 
lie useless to go before the ratepayers 
with a bylaw increasing the city's lia- 
bility to such an extent, unless it could 
be shown that it also provides for a 
definite and sufficient revenue. Ho and 
itho other members of the council re- 
sponsible for the agreement consider it 
a w'se precaution to have gone to the 
company and got an 'agreement before- 
hand which would make that revenue 
41 certainty. There are other sources of 
power on the Island besides Goldstrenm 
and these are being considered by the 
company in case the present agree- 
ment is not confirmed. In the- absence 
of such agreement, after passing the 
bylaw, the city might he without the 
best customer and the only large cus- 
tomer it would have outside Qf its own 
consumers. It is true that the agree- 
ment is in the nature of monopoly, 
but so far as Coldstream is concerned 
tho Mayor maintains that it is the pit- 
ting of one monopoly against the other, 
nud it is for the ratepayers to decide 
which one they prefer. It is a very 
big question and a very ditlicult one 
to handle in tho best interests of Vic 
toria, and the Mayor and council, whe- 
ther they were right or wrong, undoubt- 
edly acted in what they considered tho 
ibest way to conserve those interests. 
The money feature of the proposal is a 
serious one. The liabilities of the city 
are already very large for the popula- 
tion. The cost of education, with which 
we d<;al elsewhere, is considerable an ) 
steadily growing. There are many re- 
quirements in the way of public im- 
provements. The Mayor, therefore, 
thinks that, from a practical point of 
view, the improvement of the water- 
works system in a comprehensive and 
satisfactory way should involve a 
source of revenue sufficiently large to 
justify it. Without that definitely in 
sight the chances of passing a money 
bylaw providing for the expenditure of 
at least one million dollars would bo 
slim. Mayor Barnard also justifies the 
making of a "secret" agreement on the 
grounds that it was not good policy 
"to make known tho steps that were 
being taken, until tho council had the 
bargain concluded. lie claims, too, that 
the very best bargain possible was 
made with the company. The fore- 
going is, we think, a fair statement in 
a general way of the Mayor's position, 
regarding which there seems to be :? 
good deal of misconception, and which, 
in justicd to him, should he made plain. 



1 LOCAL COST OF EDUCATION. 

The cost of education in Victoria is 
large, and growing larger all the time. 
In fact, the rate of increase is such 
as to cause apprehension in the mind 4 
of ninny as to the result of it all. Wo 
do not say it is too high. The import- 
ance of education is considered to In; 
sufficient to justify the cost. Whether 
that lie true or not is a matter each 
man must settle for himself. We wish 
however, to call attention to the facts 
of the case.

It is claimed that there is a special 
reason for the drop last year, anil thai 
it. will come up again. It is stated, 
too, that the yearly increase of pupils 
is about 100, not sufficient, some think, 
to justify the rale of increase in ex- 
penditure, which was $4,000 in one year 
ami over $14,000 in four years. 

It must not be lost sight of that we 
have a very efllcienl hoard of school 
trustees, and that our schools are mod- 
ern in spirit and efficiently handled by 
the staff of teachers. In their zeal to 
make them as good as can he shown 
Iby comparison elsewhere in the' Do- 
minion, the trustees have increased tho 
expenditure accordingly. Whether the 
public is getting results of a practical 
and useful nature to justify il is a 
matter for those wiio pay the bill to 
decide. As school systems go We be- 
lieve we have as good as any in Can- 
ada, and the justification of its cost 
depends upon the point o£ view the 
reader takes. The Colonist has ex- 
pressed its views of the nature of some 
of the tilings that are in the ouith il- 
ium, and while il has its own views 
on tho subject generally, has no desire 
to say that, the defenders of present 
day systems are necessarily wrong. 
They are evidently still strongly in 
the majority or we should not have 
to < - 1 1 II attention to the expense to the 

community involved. Because the cost, 
is high, however, it ought not to he a 
ground of objection. The question js 
whether the results of nil this school 
going arc what they shou/d be; and in 
Victoria the cost is sufficient to causo 
the ratepayers to seriously consider 
that phase of the case. 



WHAT THE ELECTION MEANS. 


Tho Winnipeg Commercial ! lias an 
editorial on the result of the Ontario 
elections which contains some rather 
meaty observations. It says that it 
was more than a mere partisan victory 
for the Conservatives. "Its significance 
is not so much that the Conservatives 
won, and the Liberals were defeated. 
It was the inevitable revolt against 
grafting and corruption; it was an em- 
phatic declaration, by tho people of thai 
Province that a Premier must either 
be held responsible for any extensive 
corrupt practice by the party hench- 
men, or have such abuses summarily 
put down. While G. W. Ross deplor- 
ed certain disgraceful irregularities, to 
use a familiar euphemism, during his 
administration, ho claimed his own 
hands wore clean. The party organs 
made great capital of his personal re- 
putation for being 'straight,' but On- 
tario has at length declared that the 
alleged 'straightnoss' of its loader is 
no justification for the returning of a 
corrupt government to power, especi- 
ally when the loader in question has 
shown himself unable to cutt loose 
from the corrupt influence." 

That is a very excellent epitome of 
some of tho reasons for the defeat of 
the Ross Government. The Commer- 
cial refers to the principles upon which 
it. came about as "n straight business 
proposition." Mr. IRtoSS did not, or 
could not, deliver the goods ho had 
promised to tho people. It adds an- 
other, which it claims contributed ma- 
terially to Ross's defeat. 

"He had secured the support of the 
temperance vote on various occasions 
by promises which were not made good. 
The temperance party gave him chance 
after chance to fulfil his pledges, but 
while they rallied to his support, he 
temporized and practically turned them 
down. Tho promissory note, oft renew- 
ed, at length went to protest, with the 
result— political bankruptcy." 

THE DEPARTMENT OF MARINE. 

We are In receipt of the thirty- 
seventh annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Murine and Fisheries for 1904. 
It deals, however, with marine matters 
only, the fisheries being dealt with in a 
separate volume. The subjects which 
come under the control of tho Depart- 
ment nre very numerous and important. 
They are lighthouses and the various 
other aids to navigation, such as hydro- 
graphic surveys, buoys and beacons, 
lifeboat stations, signal service, wire- 
less telegraphy, Dominion steamers, 
steamboat inspection, coasting trade, 
pilotage, examination of mariners, ma- 
rine hospitals, iceboat service, meteoro- 
logical service, etc., etc. The report 
ill question contains an account of an 
expedition to Hudson Hay and the Arc- 
tic islands. Naturally the account of 
such an expedition should be interest- 
ing on account of the important object 
in view. Unfortunately for this pur- 
pose, it is made up of particulars of tho 
character of a diary, which are very 
minute but of little practical value. 
We understand that 'Mr. Lowe is mak- 
ing nnother report 'for the annual re- 
port of the Geological Survey, in which 
no doubt tho important results will be 
summarized. The volume this your has 
a number of half-tone illustrations, 
which adds to its interest and value 
For instance, there is a picture of the 
now Canadian armed cruiser "Can- 
ada," which is the nucleus of the Can- 
adian navy. She has a speed of 22 
miles' per hour and an armament of 
four automatic quick-firing guns. It 
is understood to be the intention 1 1 1 .-ft. 
this vessel should make a cruise to the 
West Indies during the winter, and, if 
possible, have her attached to the 
'North America squadron, something, 
however, which dues nut seem to find 
favor in the eyes of the Admiralty. I 
Tho object of that, of course, would I 
be to give the crew a training in the i 
regular service. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has now 2.'! steamers in its ser- , 
vice, besides 13 tugs, the cost of main- 
taining which is over $300,000. They 
ii i hide the Petrel, the Kestrel and the j 
Quadra. It is interesting to note that 
the developments in connection with 
wireless telegraphy and submarine sig- 
nalling have received careful considera- 
tion, and much, we arc informed, has 
been done in the nay of utilizing t Item 
ill Hie interests of navigation. Last 
year the hydr igraphie survey work, 
formerly in charge of the Department 
ol' Public Works, and also of Rail- 
ways, was taken over, and in this re- 
spect increased attention is being paid | 
lo British Columbia, the waters of 
which have been very Imperfectly 
charted. On Hie whole ih ■ re;, on shows 
thai the Minister of .Marine and Fish 
cries has a very important department 
in administer, Over $2,150,000 was ex- 
pended last year by him in all branches 

of | he service. 

THE DOMINION EXHIBITION. 

New Westminster, in undertaking to 
hold a Dominion Exhibition this year, 
has assumed a large responsibility. To 
make the necessary preparations and 
provide all tin.' facilities for a big fair 
there is but little time. The details of 
management are in themselves a large 
task. The importtftice of making It a 
success is great. It is greater this year 
than it otherwise would bo, on account 
of the fact thai the Portland exposi- 
tion is being held, and arrangements 
aie in progress for bringing the East- 
ern visitor to British Columbia, so that 
ho can see both shows and both coun- 
tries at tho same time. We cannot 
.hope to rival the Lewis and Clark 
fair, which has largo appropriations 
and has been under way for ram: 
time; but it is incumbent upon us as 
a Province to make, as good a show 
as possible. It is no longer New West- 
minster or Westminster district that 
must be considered. It is a Provincial 
matter and every part of the Province 
should feci tin' necessity of doing its 
•utmost to contribute to the- success. 
The credit of tiie whole Province is at 
slake. It has been suggested that the 
other shows of the Province should) ha 
given up this year in order that, the 
whole energies of I he people may be 
concentrated oil this one. There 
are arguments both for and against 
holding the other fairs in tin: circum- 
stances, The dates of the latter should 
ill. least he so fixed as to best conserve 
the interests of the Dominion Exhibi- 
tion. There are local interests to con- 
sider, and & gooal many would possibly 
object to flbnn&oning the Victoria Ex- 
hibition, for Instance, just, at a time 
when tourists will be most ' numerous.

Prospecting 



Mr* Harry Jones M. P. P. Says 
the Great Country Is Only 
Scratched. 



Wants Reduction of Charges to 
Bring Exploration and 
V Oevciopment. 



With the opening ol the present 
•week, the coming of those visitors 
whoso names are supplemented with 
the letters M. 1'. P. may on looked lor. 
Three representatives from distant cou- 
stitnencies have already arrived, name- 
ly, Dr. Young, of Ailiu; Mr. Hurry 
.Tones, of Cariboo, and Mr. .Stuart 
Henderson, of Yale. 

A worthy representative of old Cari- 
boo arrived' hist evening in the person 
oC Mr. Harry Jones, M. 1*. P., who 
is looking halo and hearty and in good 
trim for the session which opens on 
Thursday. 

in casual conversation with a Colo- 
nist reporter, Mr. Jones intimated that 
thero were several points in relation to 
mining matters which he would bring 
to the attention of the house. Gen- 
erally speaking, his idea is that the 
tariff of charges which the prospector 
and. placer miner has to meet is too 
high. « 

"h'or one tiling," said Mr. Jones, 
"wo think th:it the water rates are ton 
heavy. 'Purse rates at present are 
100 'inches, $10.50; LIiH) iuches, $30; 
iii 10 inches, i?{i0, with a diminution of 
charges after the first year's payment. 
We propose 10 ask that the charges be 
lixed 111 if^.i'U ror 100 inches, $5 for 
LHlO inches, $7.50 for 300 inches, $1U 
lur 400 inches, and live cents per inch 
anything after thut. 

•\Vr also claim that the rent on 
leases, ->i-> for a half mile of creek, 
is ton high, and will ask that it be 
reunced 10 Sim a year; also that the 

i\ 1 bench ground, which is now 

ijOO, be cut down to $25 per annum." 

Asked for the argument upon which 
this' request was based, Mr. Jones ex- 
l.ielned thai mining in Cariboo was 
now practically stationary, There was 
no expansion through the exploration 
• •• ground and the development of 
Latent resources. This he attributed to 
the fact thut the scale of charges 
militated diseouragingly againsi the 
enterprise of prospectors and miners 
with small capital. He thought if the 
PUg-gcstcd changes were made there 
would be more ground taken up and 
1111. prospecting done. 

"'Cariboo." said Mr. Jones, "is a big 
country. It contains over 015,000,000 

• s of land and there are 100 miles of 
►rp-inni, rivers nnd gulches running 
through tin- district. There are hun- 
dreds of miles of territory which have 
never been prospected. We do not 
know whether there are diggings there 
or not. but there is no reason why 
there should not he. The indications 
are favorable. 

"In my opinion, it will remain un- 
developed as Ion;; as these charges re- 
main as they are. At present the 
ground is dealt with as if it was all 
pure gold, and. of course— well," said 
the veteran, with a smile, "you know 
it is not. There is plenty of ground 
tli"re to prospect, and the best way to 
induce miners to over it is to have 
the charges low." 

Then ns to assessment work, Ml'. 
Jones remarked that a man taking up 
a lease tinder present conditions must 
spend on it -SI, 000 a year. An ordi- 
nary miner cannot do this. If lie is 
able to pay the rental he is doing well. I 

"Wo propose," said he, "to ask tlitfj 
government, to reduce the assessment 
to about $250 on each lease." 

By making these amendments. Mr. 
Jones thought that the province would 
■be the gainer from 11 revenue stand- 
point. While the. specific charges would 
not yield so much, the aggregate return 
would be greatly increased, lie thousrht. 
tliroujrn the enlargement of the indus- 
try arising 'from the prospecting of 
wound which is now lying undisturbed 
in the wilderness. In the same way 
that revenue growth had followed the 
'reduction Of postage, fees. tln> local ex- 1 
chequer would be the gainer by lessen- 
ing the charges surrounding the placer 
mining industry. 

Another matter which Mr. done, 
said had been considered in his dis- 
trict was tlint of the fee for a miner's 
license Payment of this fee. he said, 
is now evaded in cases by parties in 
teresied in mining properties, who 
would naturally each pay the fee of 
$5, concentrating their interests upon 
one of their number, so that only oiip 
fee would be paid. The suggestion 
agreed ii] hy the miners of his dis- 
trict, he said, was thai all persons em- 
ployed in any way in connection with 
a mine slnruld be chargeable with I he 
fee.

lines of benevolence, charily ami 
friendship, while Ihe social side of the 
organization is one of its distinguish- 
ing l eal ores. The local post makes it a 
point to close its work for each year 
by giving a ball, which persons who 
are not members may attend.

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A few years since, when there was could, if they chose, furnish the 
considerable talk about buildings rail- ' tl0!1 
roads into the Slmilkomcen country I 
visited that portion of the district situ- 
ated between Nicola Lake and Copper 
mountain in order to familiarize myself 
somewhat with the mineral resources of 
the district and get a general idea of 
twhat the prospects would 'be with rail- 
road facilities. 

I returned with the impression strong 
on my mind that the building of a rail- 
road from the coast would uot only 
mean that one of the best portions of 
[British Columbia -would be settled up 
with a greater population, probably, 
than nearly any other section of the 
province, but that the coast cities would 
also be able to reap a bountiful harvest 
from the trade which should certainly 
be tributary to the coast rather than to 
the cities of Kiistern 'Canada or south 
of the boundary. Without railroad com- 
munication 1 was thoroughly satisfied 
that no appreciable gain would be made 
in tho population nor would it be pos- 
sible to enlist capital in the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources for the 
reason that the ore generally is of too 
low grade to stand shipment by wagon 
and that in this age no one could be 
persuaded to establish smelters notwith- 
standing that coking coal had been dis- 
covered in tin! Nicola Valley and that 
there was a possibility of discovering 
the .same in the tSimilkaineeu Valley,

Whatever may be the cause of the de- 
pression tli.it undoubtedly still exists in 
the silver-lead mining industry of the 
Slocan, it is evidently not. excessive 
smelter rates, says the Nelson ■ News. 
'All anonymous statement to the eon- 
it a ry was shown to .1. .1. Campbell, 
business manager of the Hall Mines 
Company, A. C. Garde and S. S. Fow- 
nagers of mining companies. Each 
of them gave it a straight denial. 

In an article in a recent issue of the 
Slocan Drill on the condition ot the 
silver-lead mining industry, which is de- 
scribed as suffering from depression, 
mention is made ot au anonymous arti- 
cle, purporting to have been written by 
a member of the Mine Owners' Associa- 
tion, in which the .smelter rates are said 
to be the chief obstacle in the way of 
prosperity. A letter from ,1. .1. Camp- 
bell of this city is also referred to, 111 
which Mr. 'Campbell denied allegations 
that the rates were lately raised, and 
asked for the name of the former con- 
ttibutor. 'the author of the article con- 
cludes with a .statement that there is a 
general impression that the sruelfcrs are 
to blame. 

When the article was shown to Mr. 
Campbell, be gave the following reply: 
'•While in Victoria a short time ago I 
was shown an extract from the Drill 
containing the letter in question. The 
accusation .was made that by increasing 
their rates for the treatment of silver- 
lead ores the smelters were securing for 
themselves nearly all the benefits con- 
ferred by the lead bounty. 

"On my return to Nelson I wrote the 
editor of the Drill a letter not for publi- 
cation but for his own enlightenment. 
I assured him that the statements made 
in the anonyniouos letter were untrue, 
nnd asked him to suggest to his corre- 
spondent that, if he were a bona fide 
mine-owner am! shipper, ho had only to 
state his grievance to Iti association. 
The association exists for the purpose 
of securing redress of the grievances of 
members, collectively and individually. 

"As a matter of fact the rates charged 
for silver-lead ores by the smelters of 
British Columbia have never been 
changed since they were reduced in 1002. 
That can easily be proved. This matter 
was very thoroughly discussed during the 
meeting of the Mine-Owners' Association 
that led to the sending of the deputation 
to Ottawa that secured the lend bounty. 
At that time A. C. Garde was president, 
of the association and, I 'believe, still has 
tin' documents containing the resolutions 
passed. 

"The whole question was exhaustively 
reported in the Canadian 'Mining tTour- 
M ine-Owners' Association, mining 
men in general ami the Dominion gov-

Take from the lire 
and beat into the itaipiocn one glass of 
cranberry jelly. Peat the whites of 
four eggs to n stiff froth atnd add to this 
the hot mixture, turn into a mould and 
set away to harden. When ready to 
serve turn out on a platter nnd pour 
round it a soft custard made from a 
pint of milk, the yolks of the eggs nnd 
two tiihlespoonfuls of sugar. Flavor 
to tafde. 

Cranberry Tapioca No. 2 — -Souk iiaif 
a cup of tapioca m cold water for sev- 
eral hours, then cook in a pint of lmi!- 
ing water in a double boiler. Who i 
nearly clear add a pint of eranherrcs 
that have been stewed soft -and pressed 
through a colander, nnd a cup of sugar. 
Serve hot with cream dud sugar. 

Cranberry Puffs — Sift together om 
pint of flour, half a teaspoonful of soft 
and two teaspoon fills of baking powder. 
Add two well-beaten eggs, a pint of 
cranberries, and milk to make about as 
thick .as for pancakes. Have ready 
some buttered custard cups, partly fill 
with the mixture, set in a steamer and 
steam an hour without 'lifting the cover. 
They should puff up as high as pop- 
overs. Serve with a custard SIMICC. 

Cranberry Patties — Line patty tins 
with a good paste and bake until done 
in a .hot oven. When baked till with a 
rich jellied cranberry sauce and spread 
with n meringue made with the white 
of one egg and a 1 ahlespoonful of pow- 
dered sugar. Pel urn to a slow oven 
until the meringue rises and takes on a 
pa'o golden color. 

Cranberry Tart — Uno a deep pk- 
plate with rich .paste and bake. Then 
fill with Jellied cranberry sauce, coyer 
the top with inch strips of puff paste 
arranged lattice fashion, put a twist of 
paste around the rim and i.ako in a hi.: 
oven. 

Cranberry ami Raisin Pit I.ine ■' 

pie-plate with a rich crust and fill with 
the following mixture: Two cups of 
Chopped cranberries, one cup or seede.! 
raisins, half n cup each of sugar and 
water, one egg and two taWespOOnfuls 
of flour. Put on an upper crust nnd 
bnke in a mather slow oven. 

.Cranberry Poll — Cream together on" 
'cup of sugar and a talbleanoonfu] of 
butter'; add half a cup of water, t\v:> 
cup-s of sifted flour, a half siiltspoou of 
salt, nnd a grating of nutmeg. Bent 
until smooth, then add another cup of 
flour sifted, with a teaspoonful and a 
half of baking powder, and roll out iut > 
a sheet about an inch thick. Spread 
with rich sauce or jelly, roll up, place 
on a floured plate nnd steam three hours, 
closely covered. Or .it may ho Hilled 
in a cloth and .boiled two hours. Serve 
With ii k'ood sauce.

The pirates' lair and Hie treasure 
island "will ever attract; Cocos island is 
still attracting. Many expeditions have 
gone from Victoria, by_ schooner, brigan- 
tine and warship; expeditions have gone 
Xi'om England, Scotland, Germany, from 
Australia and elsewhere. They will con- 
tinue to go, for the attraction of the. 
Tj'.iried millions is .strong. 

The last expeditious to .search on the 
island for the hidden gold were from 
England, orgauized by wealthy British- 
ers, one of the parties being fired with 
the- desire to delve for the treasure by 
Itear-Adminil Palliaer, who went from 
Esqulnwilt with II. M. S. Imperieuse 
land Amphion to make a search. At the 
head of this party was Lord! Fitzwil- 
iiain. He and his company went to the 
island on (he steamer Veronique, which 
was once the Castle liner Harlech Cas- 
tle, and has been converted into a 
yacht. Her registered tonnage is 3,204, 
and she was only discarded from service 
as a liner to make way for « faster boat. 
J.onl Fitzwilliam bought her four 
months ago for his trip to the Pacific. 
Jx>rd Fitzwilliam is i)3 years of age, 
and formerly sat in parliament for 
fNVakCfield as Viscount Milton. 

At the head of a rival 'party, with 
whom the Verouique's party fought, ex- 
changing shots, and inflicting wounds, 
was W. Gray, owner of the British 
steam yacht Hose Marine. He was a 
.■passenger from Panama to Costa Rica 
by the steamer Peru, which has just 
reached San Francisco. The Rose Ma- 
rine was at Costa Ricn. The steamer 
Veronique, with the Karl Fitzwilliam 
treasure-seeking expedition on board, 
was also at Costa Pica. According to 
despatches received within the last few 
days the rival treasure-hunting parties 
had a serious disagreement, in which 
shots were exchanged and wounds in- 
flicted. When the Peru left Costa Rica, 
however, all was peace among the get- 
rieh-quiok yachtsmen, the Rose Marine 
people frequently dining on hoard the 
Yeroniquc and the Earl Fitzwilliam par- 
ty accepting freely and frequently the 
hospitality of the Rose Marine. 

It was said in Costa Rica that the 
Rose Marine had visited Cocos and dis- 
covered the underground chamber sup- 
posed to contain the treasure. The place 
was full of deadly gases and no attempt 
was made to enter the cave. Air pumps 
were added to the Rose Marine's outfit 
during her stay at Costa Rica. Gray 
denied the story of the discovery of the 
cave, and said the air pumps were being 
taken merely on the chance of their be- 
ing needed. ' 

These expeditions are the outcome of 
the interest of (Rear Admiral Palliser, 
formerly commander of the Esquimau 
licet; he has tired (many Englishmen 
(with the desire to search on Cocos island. 
The tale goes back to an expedition 
despatched to the island in the South 
'Pacific by a number of Victorians, seal- 
f>rs and others. They outfitted aud 
despatched the sealing schooner Aurora, 
in charge of Captain Fred Hackett, 
with one Mrs. Breunan, said to bo a 
relative of the captain of the Nova 
iSk'6tia bark Mary £Dea, which buried a 
large part of the stolen treasures on 
ICoeos island. The expedition was armed 
with plans, maps that would have fur- 
nished illustrations for any romance of 
•treasure islands, and spades to dig with. 
They digged, 'but in vain, aud when the 
provisions 'were getting low they came 
bome. 

On board the Aurora when she landed 
at .Spratt's wharf on an August day 
was one Charles Hartford, a watch- 
maker of Connecticut, who had been 
found digging for the treasure on the 
island when the Aurora arrived. He 
had with him an agreement in Spanish 
purporting to be a concession 'from the 
iCosta Rican ' government, which claims 
Cocos island. During his stay here Hart- 
ford met (Mr. Harris, bv whom he was 
introduced to Rear-Admiral Palliser, 
and when the ilmperieuse and the cruiser 
Amniiion set sail on the regular cruise 
of 'South American waters, both Messrs. 
Harris and Hartford were on board, the 
former being spoken of as "a correspond- 
ent of the Xew York Herald" and Hart- 
ford as an interpreter. 

Rear-Admiral Palliser had become 
very much interested in the proposed 
search for the treasure, and the war- 
ships anchored off Cocos island in due 
course. Landing parties were sent 
ashore under Lieutenant Lea of the Im- 
perieuse, and after three days' excavat- 
ing at a spot designated by Hartford, 
who claimed to have located the hiding- 
place of the treasure, water pouring into 
the pits the searchers had made prevent- 
ed further work. The search was then 
abandoned, hut before leaving a quantity 
of guncotton was exploded, breaking 
away a quantity of rock, which fell over 
the excavations of the sailors. 

On his return to Esquimalt it is under- 
stood that the rear-admiral slated that 
be believed he had found the location 
of the buried millions of the Mary Den's 
loot — the Nova Scotia bark is said In 
have run away with the crown jewels, 
plate and treasures of Peru, placed on 
■board when Callao was threatened with 
: homl>ardment by the warring Chilians-- 
as well as the pirate's hidden gold. He 
retired from the service soon afterwards, 
and his friends stated that he intended 
to go and search for the treasure mi his 
own account. Some time ago it was re- 
ported that ho headed an unsuccessful 
expedition to Cocos island. 

la the meantime the Blakeley, out- 
fitted by n Victoria company, made an 
unsuccessful cruise, and the cruiser 
iPhaetou visited Cocos island, by request, 
to searcli fur the Blakeley, which some 
considered overdue. Captain Fleet re- 
ported many signs of treasure-hunters, 
'who were gone, but there were none 
there during his visit. 1 

The report of Captain Fleet of his 
visit to Cocos island in 1002 was as 
follows: 

"Yesterday, August -1, ai a. m., I 
anchored in Wafer bay, Cocos island, 
and landed to ascertain if there were 
any signs of the brignntine Blakeley hav- 
ing (been there. I thoroughly explored 
the settlement, and the vicinity of an 
iron hut in a small cove close to the 
'westward of the settlement. Here I 
found some rather recent excavations 
'and wine short tunnelings, the earth 
thrown up being clear of weeds or grass, 
but there was an utter absence of foot- 
baths or marks of traffic such (is one 
would expect to find a VCHS0 ]<« 

crew landed UoUy for searching work, 
and tliiK taking into account, the quick 
growth of vegetation, I may, of course, 
no utterly inioffiken, but my Impression 
is that tlie Blakeley has not been at 
COCOS island. The huts in the settlement 
with the exception of one appear to have 
been deserted and not recently with the 
intention of not returning, The excel)- 
tion Ibeing one in belter order some 2(1(1 
yards to the rear of the main group and 
on slightly higher ground. In this hut 
was a shelf containing some enameled 
iron plates, etc., in good condition. 
Painted in black on the corrugated, iron 
wall was the following: 

"Luis Con-ales. 

"Sarah Vesade C. 
and on another wall: 'Luis Corrnles y. 
iStenOTfl de iSan .Tose (Costa Rica), Au- 
gust 22, .1800.' 

"The hilts were surrounded by banana 
plantations, Unit with little 'fruit, owing, 
probably, to not having been cut down 
periodically. 

"A rank, broad-leaved undergrowth 
about two feet high pervaded the whole 
vicinity of the settlement, its closely- 
matted roots preventiiur one from sink- 
imr deeply inlo soft effluvia-laden mud. 
The heat and moisture were excessive, 
and I could not imagine any white man 
working under such conditions without 
speedily KUeeuinibinjr to fever. Possibly 
the Island is avoided !hy treasnrc-seekeis 
from the coast during this, the rainy 
season. 

"There we're unmistakable signs of 
cattle about but they did not appear. 



■On a doorway evidently the dwelling hut 
of the 'rank and file' were carved the 
following names: 

"Carlo M. Oraga, April 11, 1899. Des- 
terrado por el Sobieruo Yglesias. (Trans- 
lated—Banished by President Yglosius, 
ICosta Rica.) M. A. M. Danish barque 
Bandur, 1891; .7. W'igyon, 1893-1894; J. 
Reine, 1SD2, November; Yaclit "Ada," 
Henry Verne, 1889; W. JPaap, 1889; W. 
tS. Keys; X. Larsen, New York, 1880. 

"In the' large hut near the beach, 
which I believe belonged to a German 
who was there for many years, wits a 
iCosta Rican flag. There was a boat un- 
derneath the hut. Papers and maga- 
zines were strewn about. In another 
hut, a store-hut, evidently, were small 
casks of nails, a tent in a hag, an opened 
box with some blocks of soap (brand, 
'Royal Savon'), addressed with an in- 
itial 'G.,' Cocos island (from l'anta 
Arenas). 'G.,' 1 think, the German's 
name began with. 1 

"There was also a stable, shed .and un ' 
improvised horse collar hanging up. A 
Sewing-machine, gasogeue, barbed-wire 
rolls, tools of various sorts, leveling 
staves, a child's toy steamboat made 
from cocoanut or banana leavest. i 

"The ground near the tunnelings was 
studded with old and deep-looking) exca- 
vation pits nearly concealed by under- 
growth, but, requiring the utmost care 
to prevent falling into them, ami the 
tunnels themselves had about a foot ot' 
water in them." ! 

Of the trip of the brigantine Blakeley 
it is written that for twenty-four days 
the lumbers of the expedition delved in 
.vain on the southern island, which was 
deserted by everybody else, and although 
numerous shafts, borings and crosscuts 
were made, many to a depth ot over | 
twenty feel, not a sign was found in- 
dicatory that there was hidden treasure 
there. "Gold-finders" were again and 
again brought/ into play, but they found 
nothing but "indications" where shafts 
were sunk in vain, aud when the diggers 
recovered from that disappointment, an- 
other indication was found by the old 
witch-hazel "gold-finders," ami another 
shaft was sunk— all with the same re- 
sult. There was nothing there, bat the 
ever-present earth like a deep-dug grave 
of many hopes, and after twenty-four 
days of the series of disappointments, 
marked only 'by the, Sundays spent in 
exploring the southern isle, and the day 
the faith was broken in the so-called 
gold-finders, and a day was spent in vain 
tests of the beach of the trcasue island. 
The trip was not marked by any nerve- 
racking adventure, however, for no' lat- 
ter-day pirate came to dispute their 
right to search, no gunboat came from 
Puntas Arenas to prevent the landing, 
nor was there any use for the stack of 
small arms carried by the brigantine 
other than to shoot what game the island 
afforded. 

The treasures for which the 'Blakeley 
went to search were buried there in 1821 
and 1835, the first by a British vessel 
which became a pirate, and the second 
by the Nova Scotia n (bark Mary Dea, 
which is said to have landed eleven boat- 
loads of treasure there in IS.'};". The 
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treasure was taken from Lima, having 
been placed on board during the siege 
of that port for safe keeping, and Cap- 
tain Thompson stole the gold, silver and 
jewels, and when pursued by Peruvian 
vessels, buried the whole on Cocos 
Island. Kenton, who is said to 'nave 
been the only survivor of the Nova 
iScotian bark, went to the island, recov- 
ered part of the treasure, and on his 
death gave his charts and papers to the 
Hackett family, and they are now held 
by Captain Fred Hackett, who com- 
manded the Blakeley. Many expeditious 
have searched for the treasure in vain, 
this being the third front here; several 
have gone from England; one has gone 
from Vancouver, one from Stockton, 
many from San Francisco, one from 
ISydney, Australia, and one from Ger- 
many. The expeditions from here were 
those of the Aurora. II. M. S. Impe- 
rieuse ami Amphion and the Blakeley.

But if tho ends 
of. the can are concave the contents are 
quite "safe and sane," to borrow tnt 
slogan of recent campaign, orators. Once 
the cau is opened, however, the contents 
are as subject to bacterial attack as any 
other food product would be and must 
be kept as carefully. 

This whole subject, according to Pro- 
fessor S. C, Prescott of the department 
of industrial biology at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, is now 
much better understood by the experts 
than formerly, and the main features of 
can easily lie made intelligible to the 



was that' for centuries had been causing 
such disastrous results to the human be- 
ings who accidentally came in contact 
with it. As long ago as the time of the 
ancient Hebrews, the danger of this 
kind of poisoning had been recognized, 
although the cause was neither suspect- 
ed nor sought after. One may still read 
in Deuteronomy the command: "Ye 
shall not eat anything that dieth of it- 
self: thou shalt give it to the stranger 
that is in thy gates, that he may eat of 
it"— Which is a direct injunction to avoid 
ptomaines, although it hardly reflects 
much credit on the hospitality of the 
ancient Hebrews. 

The first experimental study, bow- 
ever, of the effect produced upon ani- 
mals by the eating of unwholesome flesh 
was carried on only a hundred years ago 
when the famous physiologist Albert von 
Mailer began the present widespread 
work in one of tho most minutely dif- 
ficult of all scientific researches; and, 
although already it is said that tho time 
is not far distant when the danger of 
ptomaine poisoning, with its centuries' 
long list of unsuspecting victims, will be 
altogether abolished, there still remains 
from a scientific point of view a wide 
field of investigation for the labors of 
future generations cf scientists. 

Food poisoning may be caused in va- 
rious ways— the most common cases be- 
ing those of moat, sausage, fish, milk, 
and cheese poisoning, through bacterial 
action producing ptomaines. Those bac- 
terial changes usually take place in tiie 
flesh before it is cured or cooked. Dur- 
ing this time the bacteria, which act by 
attacking the nitrogenous portions of the 



ptomaines produced by bacteria, either 
after the fish have been prepared for 
market or on account of the accumula- 
tion of such bacteria in infected waters. 
And here, also, the danger is fortunately 
decreasing in proportion as greater scien- 
tific knowledge not only safeguards tho 
fish markets, but attends to tho purifica- 
tion of sewage before it is permitted to 
enter bodies of salt or fresh water. 

In this , study of the ptomaines lies 
also tho secret of the modern develop- 
ment of laws governing the milk sup- 
ply of our big cities and the employ- 
ment of experts to maintain a standard 
of purity in various dairy products. The 
omnipresent bacteria, are also in evi- 
deuce in (he milk of ill-kept dairies; and 
it is ojily by the greatest care in the 
handling of every object that conies he- 
' tween the cow and the milk consumer 
that the danger can bo completely avoid- 
ed. 'Before the modern scientific study 
of milk aud its products there were un- 
doubtedly many cases of poisoning that 
remained unexplained to those who ex- 
perienced them; and the known cases, 
sence the subject was better understood, 
have included even ice cream and cus- 
tards in which bad milk was the danger- 
ous clement. 

Some persons, of course, are more 
earily affected by ptomaine poisoning 
than others, and general good hcnlth is. 
therefore. an additional safeguard 
against this particular danger. It has 
been suggested, indeed, that most of our 
■minor ills could bo attributed to "auto- 
intoxication" or the accidental poison- 
ing of ourselves with more or less mildly 
poisonous substances, a majority of them 
being ptomaines of one kind and an- 
other.

, CHAraiTCR I.— BAJJILY YEARS. 

I was born in Weymouth, Eng., on No- 
vember 29, 18X2. My early days may he 
pessed over, as nothing occurred in my 
childhood of sufficient importance to be 
set down here. At the ago of 11 years I 
lind lost both my fatlier and motHcr, and 
in consequence I went to London to live 
with my aunt (on any mother's side) and 
stayed there for twa and a half years at 
No. 4 'New street, Vauxhall liridge 
road, Plmlico. Having come from a 
seafaring family, my natural inclinations 
were to follow the profession of my peo- 
ple, and I often wandered among! the 
docks on the Thames and from the first 
1 became deeplyt interested in the great 
ships that reached the metropolis from 
strange lands far over the sea. During 
ono of my rambles I met Captain At- 
well of the ship 'Sanford of London, a 
swift-sailing three-masted schooner, 
built for 'the slave-trade. Captain At- 
well had been an old friend of my fa- 
ther's and had known mo well as a hoy. 
■lie took an interest in me at once and 
aslced me what 1 intended to do. Boy- 
like, 'I told him that I -wished to go to 
sea. /The strange sights along the docks, 
rwhere men of all nationalities were gath- 
ered, filled me with a longing to visit the 
foreign lands from whence they came. 

The captain of the Sanford said, in 
talking the matter over, that it would 
Ibo necessary for me to apprentice my- 
self for four years. But this did not 
alter my determination to become a 
sailor. At nil costs L was resolved to 
carry my point. 

My aunt, on hearing of my decision, 
remonstrated with me and endeavored to 
make mo change my mind. She was 
entirely opposed to my leaving London, 
■ 1 1 < I from this 1 gather that >he had bo- 
come somewhat attached in me. How- 
ever, in spite of all objections, I joined 
the iSanford as an apprentice in 1845 
and was one of the crew for over four 
years. We! traded int.. the Mediterra- 
nean sea and the Black sea, and in the 
summer months we would sometimes 
sail into the Baltic. 

In ISIS we sailed for Odessa with a 
cargo of manufactured goods, ami, hav- 
ing despatched our business at that port, 
•we left for Kcrtch, in the sea of Azov, 
for n return cargo of wheat. We sa 
round the Crimean peninsula, which the 
[Emperor Nicholas of Russia had been 
fortifying for over twenty years, espe- 
cially the seaport of Sobnstopol, which 
at that time was eonsidered almost im- 
pregnable, as indeed proved the case a 
few years later when I he allied armies 
of Great Britain and France captured 
it only after n long and weary siege. 
The Russian Emperor had made this 
port the stronghold of the Black sea. 

This voyage made such an impressior 
on mo that it lias never been erased 
from my memory from that day to this. 
I remember as it were but yesterday 
the appearance of Sebastopol. with its 
.magnificent emplacements and ■fortifies- 
tions — which, by the way. were planned 
by an Englishman— and its innumerable 
great guns frowning in every direction 
from their embrasures. In after years 
-when the allied armies were engaged in 
a Jiand-to-liand struggle with the Rus- 
sian forces at this very spot. I often 
thought of the place as 1 had seen it 
when a boy on the Sanford. 

After an uneventful voyage we sailed 
up the Thames to London. It was while 
we were lying at the docks that news 
came from the United States of the dis- 
covery of gold in California. The tidings 
spread like wildfire and the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed throughout the United 
Kingdom. Even the little street urchins 
in London caught the rofrnin of n popu- 
lar song which ran as follows: 

"I've been told 

There's plenty of. gold 

In Callfornlc 0. 
We'll hire a ship. 

And take n trip 

To Callfornlc O." 

During this excitement we sailed from 
London for Uio Janiero in the first week 
of March, 1849. After a 'pleasant pass- 
age of two months we arrived Safely at 
this port, -where we were detained for 
upwards of four months. While we were 
lying nt this anchor many vessels from 
all parts of the world called on their way 
to California to replenish their stores 
and to refit. 

Don Pedro, then Emperor of the Bra- 
zils, and his Empress, the daughter of 
the King of Naples, in those days were 
familiar figures on the streets of Rio 
Janiero, and their democratic and court- 
eous behavior won for them both the 
affection of the people. I often saw them 
during my sojourn there, and when hi 
later years I heard of the Emperor's de- 
position and of his sad death of a broken 
heart in Lisbon I was deeply moved, 
Jt is not possible to enter into all the 
details of his downfall, but it might ho 
added in Justice to a great and good man 
that this was directly due to his decree 
liberating all slaves in the empire. This 
action alienated the great land-holders 
and ruling classes, and there is no doubt 
that his espousal of the cause of liberty 
-was the real cause of the revolution that 
achieved his downfall. His enemies 
seized him at iiis palace at night and 
placed him on board a Portuguese man- 
of-war, on which he was sent to Portu- 
gal. The unfortunate man. who had 
lieon an enlightened and just ruler, sur- 
vived only a few years. 

During our stay in the port of Rio 



Janiero, yellow fever, that terrible 
scourge of Central and South American 
seaports, made its appearance and deci- 
mated tho crews of the vessels lying at 
anchor there, not a skip escaped a visita- 
tion, and all of them lost many hands. 
The Sanford was particularly unfortu- 
nate, for out of a crew of sixteen, ail 
told, onlv the captain and myself recov- 
ered, The mate, the cook— a young irioh- 
mnn named James Green— and a poor 
little lad only 12 3 ears old, familiarly 
known on board as "Little Tommy," 
who had left his parents in London on 
his first voyage, were the first to bo 
taken ill. They were at once removed 
to the yellow fever hospital across the 
(beautiful bay on the shores of which 
the city of Rio Janiero stands. About 
a week after their removal three of us 
decided to visit our sick shipmates. Wo 
rowed across the bay and lauded in a 
small cove above which the hospital 
stood, at an altitude of some 300 feet. 
The first thing that attracted our atten- 
tion was a rough, barnlike building 
which was full of square boxes made out 
of quicklime. We at once guessed that 
this must be the storehouse where the 
coffins were kept. We passed up the 
path to the hospital and went through 
the various wards looking for our ship- 
mates, but, alas, in vain. There were 
several doctors in charge, but only one— 
a Brazilian — who could speak even 
broken English. He told us that our 
shipmates had all died during the week 
and had been buried several days. On 




our way through the wards a horrible 
sight met our gaze, an unfortunate sea- 
man in his death agony, had evidently 
tried to obtain some fresh air. lie had 
lifted the lower part of the window near 
his bed 'and put his head out. From 
weakness, perhaps, he had been unable 
to hold the frame up, and it consequent- 
ly dropped on the back of his neck. In 
this position he had died, with the black 
vomit, which is the last stage of yellow 
fever, oozing from his blackened lips. 1 
shall never forget this sight. Little, did 
we think that a few days later we should 
all be inmates of the p sthouse. Every 
man in the Sanford. including the cap- 
tain, was taken there during the next 
few weeks. As previously stated, the 
captain and myself were the only mem- 
bers of the crew who recovered. 

We managed to ship another crew 
and we left Rio Janiero for the Cape de 
Verde islands for a cargo of salt. We 
arrived in due course at Saint Jago, th<- 
capital, and dropped anchor about three 
miles from tie' coast. While we were 
busy furling our sails a boat came off 
from the village — it could scarcely be 
called a town. Four neerocs were row- 
ing and the boat was evidently in charge 
of a negro coxswain. The strangers 
came within 1500 feet of the '-'lip ami 
the man in the stern sheet- then hailed 
us ami asked the captain the name of 
the port from which 1 he had sailed. Oil 
being informed that we had come from 
liio Janiero, the olHoial, for such he 
proved to he. requested the captain lu 
show ids bill of health. Of course, it 
was known far and wide that ycllo.v 
fever was raging at tin- port which we 
had left, hence i lie precautious taken to 

prevent us from landing. So fearful was 
the Portugnese official lest lie should con- 
tract the disease that lie refused to come 
on board. lie rowed under the jib-boom 
and waited while I lowered the clear- 
ance papers to him at the end of a line, 
lie amused us greatly by placing the 
packet in a kid of vinegar before open- 
ing it. After the papers had 1 n im- 

auersed for a few minutes they were 
cautiously examined. It could be plainly 
seen that their perusal perturbed the 
man, for he peremptorily told the cap- 
tain that he could have "no products" 
and that lie must not attempt to land. 
The captain simply said, "I demand 
water," which is a request that must 
always be complied with. In the mean- 
time I had hauled the papers on board 
by means of a line. 

The Portuguese pulled away from our 
vessel for a short distance and called 
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USE a Cuban filler in my Pharaoh 
Cigar. So do some other manu' 
facturers, but there's a difference

1 make special yearly trips to Havana, 
so that I can buy the choicest leaves for 
Pharaoh filler.

None genuine unless branded PHA-RO 
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out to us: 'Throw your 'casks overboard* 
and I will send a boat's crew to pick 
them up and take them ashore, have 
them filled with water 'and towed back 
within 20O or 1500 yards of your ship." 
The next day we were obliged to lower 
our boats to pick up tho casks and then 
hoist them on board. On the sumo day 
we sailed for Uio Jtiuiero without get- 
ting our cargo of salt. Ou his arrival at 
the latter place our skipper reported the 
affair to the captain of the British man- 
of-war Centaur, one of the early paddle- 
wheel ships of the navy. I never heard 
if any further steps were taken with 
regard to the matter. 

About a month after our return to H10 
Janiero, having served miy time (four 
years), I obtained my discharge from 
Cnptalu Atwell, my «ole ambition at 
that time being to reach .the Cnllfornlau 
goldlields, of which we had heard mar- 
velous stories since our arrival on the 
Brazilian coast. Captain Atwell did his 
best to deter me from making tho jour- 
ney, bnt I had made up my mind to work 
my way to California, and indeed I had 
tho "yellow fever" very badly. I have 
forgotten to mention that on our voyage 
from the Cape de Yerde islands, in run- 
ning barefoot on deck, I had hurt ono of 
my feet rather seriously, and the sea 
water getting into the cut had made tho 
wound a painful one. On reaching port 
I was obliged to go to the Sailors' hos- 
pital for treatment. The day before the 
(Sanford sailed, the captain came to see 
■me and begged me to leave the hospital 
and sail for Knghyid with him. But pro- 
tests and pleadings were alike unavail- 
ing, and I obstinately adhered to my 
purpose. From the hospital windows I 
saw the Sanford sail down the bay on 
her homeward voyage. 1 never heard of 
her again. It was with deep regret that 
I bade farewell to my old ship, for she 
had been mv home for four years, and 
Captain Atwell had always treated mo 
with the greatest kindness. Put there 
was little time lor idle regrets in the 
davs of the gold excitement. The fu- 
ture, with all ils fascinating prospects, 
was before me and I bad no time to 
dwell on the past. I 

\s I had alwavs enjoyed good health, 
it did not take me long to recover from 
my slight accident. On leaving the hos- 
pital 1 went at once to the office Of the 
Americau consul and signed on as one of 
the crew of the American ship Balti- 
more of Baltimore,', coffee-laden for New 
York in command of a Captain Labreu. 
This officer was a tyrant of the worst 
description ami was particularly fond ot 
venting Ids animosity on the British 
members of the crew. The language he 
used on all occasions in addressing the 
liter, on board was indeed awful, and it 
is scarcely necessary to add that he was 
cordially detested. It was „ notorious 
fact in those .lays that American ship- 
owners were unable to hud crews for 
their vessels, and In consequence the 
merchant marine of the United States 
was manned almost entirely by foreign- 
ers, who were bullied and ill-treated by 
the' American officers. _ 

England then controlled the shipping 
trade of the world. The American Hag 
was, comparatively speaking, seldom 
seen on the high seas, and it was not 
unti' the rush of gold-seekers to Califor- 
nia set in that the merchants of the 
United- States, chiefly of New England, 
began to build first-class ships. Mr. Don- 
ald McKay, an American by naturaliza- 
tion, but. as his mime implies, n Scots- 
man by birth, n well-known shipbuilder 
of Boston, gave an impetus to ship- 
building ill the United States. He con- 
structed some beautiful vessels which 
were used in the days of the California 
excitement to carry goods from New 
England ports to San Francisco Bay. 
•\s there were no return cargoes to be 
secured in California, these vessels werv 
obliged to sail In ballast from San Fran- 
cisco to China in order to obtain teas, 
silks, and other Oriental products foi 
some American or European port. Bli- 
the British merchants wore not blind to 
the usefulness and fitness of the Ameri- 
can craft: and. strange to say. a large 
number of them were purchased ill Liv- 
erpool, and thus the endeavors of tho 
Yankees to build a licet of superior trad- 
ing vessels were frustrated, ov at least 
rendered more or less ineffective. The 
lEnglish constructors, however, went one 
better than their American competitors. 
The ships of the latter were beautiful 
models hut they were built wholly of 
wood In the 'English dockyards this 
model was adopted with certain improve- 
11 t;. - l.n, |h: ressels w: r; hunt f it a 
ano with the impetus given to British 
trade bv the discovery of gold 111 Aus- 
•ralin Croat Britain was once more 
placed in undisputed control of the mari- 
time commerce of run world. 

The Baltimore of Baltimore arrived il 
New York oil the 20th of November. 
1840. 1 spent ten days in that great city, 
which somewhat reminded me along the 
waterfront of Loudon and Liverpool. 
On the first day of December I sailed 
with II party of twenty-seven, all told, 
on the Shakespeare of New York, bound 
for the Mecca of the gold-seekers, Sun 
Francisco. On her voyage down the 
east coast of America, as far as Cape 
Horn, nothing of great moment occurred. 
Of course we had fair weather and foul 
weather, but on the whole the voyage 
was uneventful. However, in beating 
around the stormy cape we ran into a 
terrible L'lile which threw the ship on 
her beams eud. We were driven back 
almost to the Falkland islands. Our 
ship being over twenty years old was 
very much the worse for wear. VVe 
sprang a leak and nearly foundered. By 
dint of hard work nt the pumps we 
managed to keep the Shakespeare afloat, 
but for many days wc were in a perilous 
condition. The cnrneiiter declared the 
he unsound and Bald he would 
tipel the captain to take her Into Val- 
iso. The crew, unite naturally, were 
reluctant to continue the voyage In 
battered and leaking Shakespeare, 
especially as one of them, a brother of 
the carpenter, from whom he had 
learned all particulars, bad not disguised 
from his companions before the mast 
real state of affairs. But the winds 
led otherwise. Strange to relate, a 
run before the pale apparently had 
effect of tightening the scums, for 
luring our progress north it became 
easier to control the water in the hold: 
in fact from thai time until our arrival 
off San Francisco wc were not obliged 
to work the pumps continually. It Is 
hard to account for the (dosing of the 
scums, but I remember that ii was 
thought nt the time to be due to the dust 
from the 800 tons of coal w hich wn car- 
ried in our lower hold getting into the 
seams and stopping the leaks. The coal- 
dusl ncted much In the same way as a 
cement would have done,

After 
wc had been out from New York several 
months and had cleared, with difficulty, 
tho Horn, that scourge of sailors, the 
insidious disease known as scurvy reared 
its grim head among us and before we 
had reached out 1 destination WO had to 
cast Into the deep no less than fourteen 
crew.

The Heavens In February 

By Prof. Eric Doollttle, Astronomer University of Pennsylvania. 
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During the evenings of February the 
sky lias the) most brilliant aspect of the 
entire year. The whole southern half 
of tho heavens is now filled' with the 
bright winter constellation's, While to 
crown all the glorious milky way, that 
r 'IIigh Itond Paved With Stars,"' spans 
the whole heavens with an arch ol gold. 

Orion, the brightest of all the constel- 
lations of the heavens, shines high up 
in the southern sky, closely attended by 
the beautiful Gemini and Taurua with 
tho Pleiades and Hyades, while 
Auriga, the Charioteer, is directly over- 
head. Low down in the northeast Lis), 
or tho 'Sickle, is now appearing, a beau- 
tiful suggestion of the harvest which 
shall come when in its slow journey to- 
ward the west this group of stars shall 
pass behind the sun. 

This striking group of stars, which 
the observer can readily trace out in the 
sky from the map, Fig. 1, is mentioned 
in the literature of all ages. In Egypt 
it represented Horns, the young or ris- 
ing sun, in a boat surmounted by stars, 
closely followed by Sirius, which was 
shown as a cow. It has nlscc becil found 
sculptured! on the walls ot Thebes 5,000 
years ago. And on the men of that early 
time it shone down from the same puxi- 
t'ioiii, and with the same brightness as it 
does on us lodnj 11 striking example of 
the tincliungeilldeness of the heavens. 

Prom the days of the early Hindus 
to the present the constellation has for 
some reason borne always a stormy char- 
acter; allusions to its direful influence 
are found everywhere among the classic 
writers. Thus Milton wrote: 
'•When with fierce winds Orion arrived 
Hath vexed the Bed 'Sen coast." 

The loss of Ihc Itoman squadron in 
the first Punic war was ascribed to the 
fleets having sailed just after the rising 
of Orion. The group has' also been em- 
ployed as a calendar sign, its morning 
rising indicating the beginning of sum- 
mer, its midnight rising the reason of 
grnpe-gatlioring, and its early evening 
rising the arrival of winter with its at- 
tendant storms. In recent times the 
group has always represented a great 
hunter or warrior; ils present title came 
into Greek astronomy from the Eu- 
phrates mid originally signified the 
Light of Heaven. 

Figure - is a map of do' constellation. 
Ench double star is here marked D, 
each red star It, each multiple star M, 
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awav in long streamers, there it is com- 
pacted into bright groups, while in other 
positions it covers the face of the sky 
with an almost uniform silvery radiance. 

If our little world were transparent 
so that we could look down through it 
and see the stars below and all around 
us as well as above, we would see this 
milky way completely encircling 
the ' heavens. Below the ground 
in the southeast we would see 
it widen into a broad fan-like 
expanse; then would come to a sudden 
break, after which it passes in a narrow, 
(bright stream over the southern cross. 
Still following it downward, we would 
lind it growing wider and- very bright 
until the point directly under foot was 
reached. From here, occasionally branch- 
ing and separating into knots and 
patches of unusual brightness, we could 
trace it nnfil it finally emerged above 
our horizon in the lorthwest. 

tl is probable that our sun and all of 
the naked-eye stars are but members of 
this great aggregation. We are a part 
of the milky way cluster, and can there 
fore only view it from the .inside. Prob- 
ably we are nearest to that bright por- 
tion of it which is now below the 
ground, hut what its true shape is we 
do not know. There are some parts of 
it so crowded with faint stars that in 
telescope can separate them: they fill the 
whole field with a soft, uniform ligiit. 
Whether these are great suns which ap- 
pear so faint and close together because 
they are almost infinitely far uway, or 
whether they are small stars near to 
each other, we do not know. Equally 
unknown to us is the nature of the great 
forces which in some parts have grouped 
the stars into dense bright swarms, and 
have to others so scattered them that 
there appear great rents or holes in the 



round, wooly-looking object without any 
vestige of a tail, strikingly unlike the 
brilliant naked-eye comets which occa- 
sionally appear. It was first discovered 
on January 17. 1780, and has been ob- 
served at frequent intervals ever since. 
THE PLANETS. 

Venus is now the brightest object of 
tho skv; as it is rapidly approaching the 
earth. 'it is each evening growing percep- 
tiblv more brilliant, but it will not at- 
tain its brightness until near tho eud ot 
March. As it does not set until four 
iiours after the sun, it is in unusually 
favorable position for observation. 

Jupiter will also at once attract at- 
tention in the southwest. This planet is 
drawing rapidly nearei' the sun, and can 
only be observed at most for but one or 
two months more. 

Mars is slowly drawing into more fa- 
vorable position. It rises at half-past 11 
on March 1, and nearly doubles its 
brightness during February, but it will

X. Thus the beautiful star BctclgcilS 
is a red, double star, which is variable 
in brightness. 

There is seen to he much of interest 
on the map, hut. above all the observer 
should not fail to examine the great 
nebula. Even with a small telescope 
he will see an immense nebulous mass 
covering as much ol' the sky 'as the full 
moon; with a large glass he would find 
that its extent is far greater, connect- 
ing and involving many of the nearby 
stars in its nebulosity. A million of 
globes each equal in diameter to the 
earth's orbit would not equal this in 
size. In the brightest part of the nebu- 
la there is a beautiful sextuple star, the 
so-called trapezium of Orion. 

THE MILKY WAV. 

This magnificent arch of light may 
be seen stretching up ffom the ground 
in the southeast and spanning the en- 
tire vault of the heavens. Even without 
a telescope it is seen to be made up of 
countless stars which in many places 
are crowded together in such immense 
numbers that the eye cannot distinguish 
them. And this inroncaivahly great host, 
not of the world's hut of enormous suns, 
is irregular in form. Here it stretches

I milky way, so barren of stars that even 
in a large telescope they appear almost 
entirely black. 

A careful examination of the details 
of the milky way with 1111 opera-glass or 
small telescope will well repay the ob- 
server for his trouble. It is now in the 
most favorable position possible for ob- 
servation; in a month or two it will lie 
too closely along the ground to bo well 
seen, By next August it will again pass 
overhead, but it will then be the part 
which is now below the ground in the 
northwest, which will be visible to us. 
COMETS. 
How many comets will be seen during 
1005 cannot be foretold. The great ma- 
jority of these objects appear unexpect- 
edly, and after a few months of visibil- 
ity draw away from the sun to 'be seen 
no more for centuries, if at all. Hindi 
were the great comets of 1S58 and 1882, 
the latter of which was so bright as to 
be visible in full daylight. 

But sometimes 111 its motion a comet 
approaches so near to one of the larger 
planets that the pull of this body on the 
comet alters the nature of its path and 
forces it to move around and around the 
sun just 11s the planets do. In this way 
the planets capture comets and odd thorn 
to the solar system. At least thirty com- 
ets have been captured in this way. Five
